Charged With a Crime Mysterious as 
the Stillwell Tragedy and Bru- 
tal as Duestrow’s. 


Ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson was retained 
Monday as counsel for the defendant in a 
murder case at Hillsboro, III., that is as 
sensational as the Stillwell tragedy at Han- 
nibal. 

Hillsboro has a population of 3,000, is ‘the 
capital ef Montgomery County, and is lo- 
cated on the Big Four Railroad, sixty-six 
miles northeast of St. Louis. 

Last Thursday the Grand-jury returned 
an indictment for murder against Robert 
W. Young, a prominent and prosperous/ a 
farmer and business man. 

Young is 38 years old, and lives near Don- 
melison Un). a small village of about 800 


surprise in the community, as nearly every 
one there, except Young’s relatives, seems 
to think him guilty. Many marvel, how- 
ever, that he should have committed such 
an atrocious crime. The older residents 
have known him from boyhood, and had 
always regarded him as an exemplary c'ti- 
gen. He never used liquor or tobacco, and 
was never heard to utter an oath. 

As @ youth he was fond of the society of 
women and according to those who claim 
to know him best, the improper indulgence 
of this fondness put him in his present 

ent. 

Young received a good education and 
when # years old married Hattie Price, the 
i8-year-daughter of a prosperous farmer in 
the neighborhood. The young couple had 
grown up together and as they seemed 
devotedly attached to each other, every 
one prophesied for them a happy future. 
About @ year after their marriage a son 
was born whom they named Isaac. One 
day about six months later, Mrs. Young 
was suddenly stricken unconscious while 
in bed. Two days later she died without re- 
gaining consciousness. The attending phy- 
sician gave it out that she died of spinal 
meningitis. Since the recent tragedy there 
are many who hint that the doctor’s diag- 
nosis was not correct. 

Be that as it may no suspicion attached 
to Young at the time. He appeared to 
mourn sincerely for his wife, but in about 

a year he married Sarah H. Nichols, the 
daughter of a well-to-do farmer at Coffeen,

It was not long before Mr. Young’s wife 
Claimed that she had dscovered enough to 
warrant her charging her husband with 
being altogether too familiar with the new 
servant, and demanded the latter's instant 
dismissal. 

Young refused to let the girl go, and, de- 
spite his wife’s tearful protestations, she 
remained. . 

All this time the Youngs had kept their 
grievances to themselves, and, as far as 
the outside world was concerned, they were 
leading a happy life.

It is claimed that while Young treated his 
wife kindly and was apparently affectionate 
foward her, there is abundant proof that he 
visited Anna White on numerous occasions 
after she left his house. 

Apparently everything went on smoothly 
between Young and his wife up to the time 
of the tragedy. 

About 10 o’clock p. m. July 3 flames burst 
from the roof and windows of the Young 
home. The neighbors hastened to the res- 
cue. The first to arrive on the scene were 
Marion Evans, George Hittle, Frank Go- 
down and a man namd McKenzie. They 
claim that when they arrived they found 
Young standing in the road in front of his 
house surrounded by four of his children. 
He was greatly excited and was making no 
effort to extinguish the fire. It was plain 
that nothing could be done to eave the prop- 
erty. 

Young said his wife and daughter were 
still ifpthe blazing structure. 

The men rushed toward the burning house 
intent on making an effort to save the im- 
prisoned inmates. They claim that Young

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TALK BY AN ENGLISHWOMAN. 


Says No Statesman Has Done So Much 
for English-Speaking Brotherhood 
as Frances Willard. 


The delegates of the W. C. T. U. Conven- 
tion gathered in Music Hall Monday morn- 
ing without any signs of weariness over 
their several days of deliberation. In fact, 
they seemed to be imbued with fresh vigor. 

The prayer meeting in Schuyler Memorial 
House was led by Mrs. Charlton Edholm 
of New York, and the réligious exercises in 
Music Hall were conducted by Mrs. Anna 
M. Palmer of lowa, a National Evangelist. 

After the services, proceedings were in- 
augurated by the submission of suggestions 
and inquiries,which were referred to various 
committees. The financial plan which has 
been in operation for some time was ap- 
proved and continued by the convention. 
This plan has been to assess each member of 
the W. C. T. U. $2 and give 40 per cent to 
the national treasury, 40 per cent to the 
State treasuries and 20 per cent to the local 
treasuries. 

After this matter had been disposed of 
Mrs. Anna Sneed Cairns, President of the 
Forest Park University, got the floor to say 
that she would educate a young Armenian 
girl free of charge. 

Before the regular order was taken up, 
the convention decided to send a telegram 
of thanks to Clara Barton, of the Red 
Cross Association, for her work among the 
Armenians. Miss Barton was to have been 
at Sunday’s Armenian meeting, but was 
prevented from coming. 

Mrs. Mary F. Lovell of Pennsylvania called 
up a proposed constitutional amendment 
that has been a bone of contention in sev- 
eral national conventions.

BABY GNAWED BY DOGS. 


Two Rabbit Hunters Find the Corpse 
of an Infant. 


Henry Horn of 5873 South King’s high- 
way and Charles Pauk of 4456 Beck avenue 
went hunting early Sunday morning. They 
went into the commons. stretching for 4 
mile or two in every direction from King’s 
highway and WBichelberger avenue. The 
commons are dotted with clumps of bushes, 
from which the hunters expected their dogs 
to rout out rabbits. 

Several hours were spent without any 
game being bagged, when both of the dogs 
wert into a clump of bushes and remained 
there growling and snarling. Horn and 
Pauk investigated. 4 

They found the dogs pawing at the body 
of an infant. 

The hunters at once reported their dis- 
covery to the police of the Mounted Dis- 
trict and the body waa sent to the Morgue. 
It was not decomposed, but had been par- 
tially eaten by dogs before it was scented 
out by the animals belonging to Horn and 
Pauk. 

It was that of an infant not more than 
three days old, but apparently fully de- 
veloped. 

Horn and Pauk abandoned their hunting 
trip after the discovery. 

It was 8:30 o’clock when they reported the 
find and two of Capt. Reynold's men spent 
the day trying to ascertain who placed the 
body in the bushes. They were unsuccess- 
ful. There is not a house within a mile 
of the spot where it was found.

BENSATIONAL SUIT FILED BY 
DWIGHT BRAMAN OF BOSTON. 


FRAUD IN THE FORECLOSURE. 


Asks the Federal Courts to Set Aside 
the Sale and Appoint a 
Receiver. 


Dwight Braman of Boston, Mass., a bond- 
holder of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway. filed an equity bill in the United 
States Circuit Court Monday, praying for 
the setting aside of the foreclosure sale on 
the ground of fraud. 

The bill covers forty-three printed pages 
and alleges conspiracies and frauds, not 
only in the conduct of the Frisco receiver- 
ship, but in the purchase of the Frisco by 
the Atchison system and its management 
by the Atchison. 

Mr. Braman sues on behalf of himself, 
the holder of $115,000 worth of consolidated 
mortgage bonds of the St. Louis & San 
Francisca Railway Company, and of all 
other holders of consolidated Frisco bonds. 

The complainant names as defendants the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railway, the de- 
funct company, and the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad, its successor, organized 
by the foreclosure purchasers. He also 


names the Mercantile Trust Company, 
trustee under the consolidated bonds; Aldace 
F. Walker and John J. McCook, receivers 
of the Frisco & Atchison; Louis Fitzgerald, 
J. Kennedy Tod, Benj. P. Cheney, Isaac 
M. Seligman, Charles 8. Gleed, James A. 
Blair, Sigmund Alsberg, Samuel C. Eastman, 
members of the Reorganization Committee. 


Mr. Braman, in his prayer, petitions the 
Circuit Court to declare the foreclosure sale 
of the Frisco assets to be null and void, to 
enjoin the officers of the St. Louis & n 
Francisco railroad from issuing any kind of 
bonds on the property, and to appoint re- 
celvers for the St. Louls & San Francisco 
railway and the St. Louls & San Francisco 
Railroad. 

Not only was business diyerted to the At- 
chison and debts put on the Frisco but, 
Mr. Braman declares, a fictitious indebted- 
ness of the Frisco to the Atchison was 
created. This indebtedness amounted to 


In the meantime, the plaintiff declared, 
the credit of the Atchison was falling and 
the company was known to its officers and 
to the officers of the Frisco to be insol- 
vent long before the receivership proceed- 
ings were instituted. 

In order to conceal their mismanagement 
of the Frisco, ard to further increase their 
hold on that property, the officers of the 
Atchison, it is alleged, devised a scheme to 
get hold of the first and second preferred 
stocks of the Frisco. They succeeded by 
giving holders of preferred stock consoli- 

ated bonds by way of exchange. 

He also prays the court to call on the de- 
fendants to make an account of their stew- 
ardship of the property. 

In support of his prayer Mr. Braman re- 
cites the history of the Frisco in connection 
with the Atch'son.

COMPANIES AS CONTESTANTS. 


Every Alley in One District Will Be 
Asked as a Passageway for 
‘ Conduits. 


“This is our busy day.“ was stamped upon 
the tense features of every member of the 
Board of Public Improvements Monday. The 
volume of work necessary to get everything 
in shape for inserting the advertisements in 
the daily papers, as required by the terms 
of the general conduit ordinance, was great- 
er even than anticipated. 

President McMath was at his desk at 9 
o'clock, but not any too early, for M. A. 
Ross, the President of the Laclede Gas Com- 
pany, came in immediately after with an 
application fand plans in the name of the 


Phoenix Light, Heat and Power Company 
of St. Louls. The plans indicated a purpose 
to occupy nearly all the streets in the un- 
derground territory, but none of the alleys. 

The Phoenix company is another name for 
the Laclede Gas Light Company. The La- 
clede company claims 2 privil- 
eges under the terms of its State charter, 
but the city maintains that the charter has 
expired by limitation. The matter has been 
in the courts a long time. The State Su- 
preme Court decided against the company, 
and it appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, where the case is now pend- 
ing. The company could not, under the 
circumstances, recognize the new ordinance, 
but neither could it afford to take the 
chances of being left out in case of an ad- 
verse decision from the Supreme Court. The 
application in the name of the Phoenix com- 
pany was the result. 

At 9:45 o’clock Chester H. Krum filed an 
application and plans in his own name for 
the Trans-Mississippi Electric Co. The ap- 
plication was type-written, with the name 
of the company written in ink. 

He manifested considerable solicitude over 
the documents, asking Secretary Foster for 
a receipt. 

Mr. Krum declined to give out any infor- 
mation about the company or its intentions. 
It wants to run a main conduit 4x2 feet 
in dimensions east and west from the Levee 
to Twenty-second street on Pine street, and 
on all other streets, including Tom street, 
which had not previously been claimed, 
branch conduits 1x1 feet. The conduits are 
to be of clay piping. They are to be laid 
on the south and east sides of streets when- 
ever practicable.
